Economy move

the recent layoff of the city’s parking meter 
attendant. Al Horn, was an economy move 
made following the layoff of nine others 
from city departments. 

At the council meeting. Martin P. Judge, 
managing director, was asked if the adminis¬ 
tration had given thought to the possibility 
of having to reimburse Horn for back pay 
should an appeal his union filed be 
approved. 

Judge replied that the administration had 
not given it any thought at the time of the 
layoff since it was considered an economy 
move. 

But if the appeal is granted in Horn’s 
favor, the city has his salary earmarked in 
the 1981 budget. 

However, he added, there is nothing in the 
1982 budget for the position. Thus, if Horn 
wins his appeal, then an adjustment will 
have to be made in that budget.

for the drilling project later came under criti¬ 
cism from some corners of the city 
government.

$20,228. 

While the paving project was undertaken 
late in the season, a city hall spokesman 
recently told the MIRROR that the temper¬ 
atures were still high enough for proper pav¬ 
ing. according to the city engineer. 

The spokesman noted the temperatures 
were still ranging, at the time, near the 50 
degree mark. A temperature of 40. he said, 
was needed to pave. 

In addition the ground was dry, another 
factor favorable toward paving.

The complete donation process takes less 
.than an hour and the actual donation only 
requires about 10 minutes. The rest of the 
time is used for registering, taking a brief 
healthy history, and a rest and refreshment 
period. 

“It is safe to donate blood every two 
months." said Spellman. 


vacations and so on. that they sometimes 
don't think about donating blood. Unfortu¬ 
nately. though, the patients go on needing 
blood, so we wind up with a shortage. If 
everyone helps out. we can make this year 
different.” 

Spellman explained that the Red Cross 
must collect 340 pints of blood every day to 
fill the needs of patients in local hospitals 
“ The need for blood never goes away, so we 
encourage everyone to give blood year- 
round.” 

St. Joseph's and General hospitals are 
among the hospitals we supply, he pointed

patients waited in a “sale" room, other fire 
department members began damming up 
the creek which runs behind the hospital. 

After the patients had been plucked from 
the structure, the firefighters practiced 
pumping water up from the creek to put out 
the “fire." 

Rescue Unit l and the new Mobile Inten¬ 
sive . I nit 11 stood by. their crews ready 
to aid the “injured." 

The mock disaster lasted just over an 
hour. 

Hospital employes and the firemen per¬ 
formed their tasks just as if it had been a real 
emergency. They conducted themselves with 
an air of professional responsibility and con¬ 
cern. even though they knew this was only a 
practice session to prepare them for the real 
thing, should it ever happen 

If it ever comes, they will be ready. 


the stairwells were free of deadly smoke and 
flame. Only signs on the doors between 
floors saying “Smoke filled stairwell" 
warned employes of the imaginary disaster. 

The staff responded with the same reac¬ 
tions they would have had the disaster been 
real. Fire doors were closed, employes 
manned lire stations and the alarm was 
turned in to the Bureau of Fire. 

All the engines 

Fire Chief William Burrell’s men arrived 
with all engines, including the life-saving 
aerial ladder. They took up their positions 
.outside the rear of the hospital and prepared 
to fight the “fire" and rescue the marirteQilins 
substituting as patients from the second 
floor. 

As two brave firefighters rode in the aerial 
bucket through the chilly air to dock at the 
second floor window where the trapped 


The scenario was every hospital worker’s 
nightmare. 

A gas stove exploded, sending fire and 
flames licking up the walls of the kitchen. 
Deadly smoke threaded its way into the 
stairwells forming into lung-searing clouds. 

Anyone venturing down the stairs to the 
second floor had only one avenue of escape 
— an outside door. Because ol the thick 
smoke, patients on the second floor and 
their nurse had no way to escape 

Their lives depended on the quick arrival 
of the fire department’s aerial ladder.
